VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  returns  of  the  local  registrars  recorded  6, SOS  births 
within  the  City,  equal  to  a  rate  of  23' 2  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  against  24  2  in  the  preceding  year,  and  258  in 
1021.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  222  births  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year  or  0  7  per  1 ,000  of  the  population.  The 
average  birth  rate  for  the  previous  five  years  (1918-22) 
was  23  6. 

Of  the  total  births  3,498  were  males  and  3,400  were 
females.  The  births  were  spread  over  the  year  as  follows: —

Deaths. 

There  were  3,370  deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of  1T4  per 
1,000,  as  against  14- 4  in  1922,  and  13  0  in  1921. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  this  rate  is  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  for  the  City,  the  previous  lowest  rate  being  13  0  in 
1921.

I)r.  Katherine  Gamgee,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  fur  Maternity 
and  C'liild  Welfare,  presents  the  following  report  : — 

The  year  1923  was  marked  by  the  successful  consolidation 
of  the  work  of  the  Municipal  Midwife  and  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

Another  new  venture  in  Hull  has  been  the  organisation  of 
and  preliminary  work  carried  on  in  connection  with  an  experimental 
Heliotherapeutic  Clinic  for  babies  suffering  from  rickets  and 
malnutrition.  The  loan  of  a  tungsten  Arc  lamp  of  the  Hall 
pattern  made  by  Councillor  l)r.  Percy  Hall  has  rendered  this 
possible.  This  report  should  strictly  speaking  come  in  the  H)24 
report,  but  as  the  work  had  been  started  in  time  to  include  it 
in  the  1923  report  mention  is  here  made  of  it  and  a  short  account 
of  the  Clinic  included  below. 


Miss  A.  C.  Johnson,  the  first  Municipal  Midwife,  resigned  her 
position  at  14,  Kingston  Square,  to  become  a  Health  Visitor  on 
April  16th,  and  Miss  E.  Speneeley,  already  appointed  Dining 
Centre  Superintendent  and  Clinic  Nurse  at  69,  Coltman  Street 
(West  Hull  Clinic),  consented,  at  the  special  request  of  the 
Committee,  to  act  as  Municipal  Midwife  for  six  months  from 
March  31st.  She  stayed  on  till  December  15th  when  she  took  up 
her  duties  at  West  Hull  Clinic  where  Miss  Tunnard  had  been, 
temporarily  and  successfully,  filling  the  position  of  Dining  Centre 
Superintendent  and  Clinic  Nurse  vacated  by  Mrs.  Longman’s 
resignation  in  October,  1922. 

Mrs.  Gilmore  tilled  the  post  of  Municipal  Midwife  from 
December  1st,  1923,  till  March  31st,  1924,  when  the  work  was 
taken  on  by  one  of  the  staff  nurses  at  the  Maternity  Home,  this 
arrangement  being  found  much  the  more  permanent  and 
convenient 

During  1923  three  new  Health  Visitors  were  appointed,  one 
to  replace  Miss  Bower  and  the  two  additional  ones  to  bring  the 
total  number  up  to  twelve.  Miss  Harrison  continued  to  act  as 
Assistant  Inspector  of  Midwives  and  Superintendent  Health 
Visitor.  During  my  absence  in  the  summer  Dr.  Ethel  Townend 
was  temporarily  appointed  Inspector  of  Midwives  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 
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i’he  names  of  the  new  Health  Visitors  are: — 

Miss  A.  ( '.  Johnson, 

Miss  E.  Hardcastle. 

Miss  R.  Heweth. 

They  took  up  their  duties  on  April  Kith,  doth  and  Kith  respect¬ 
ively,  all  three  being  fully  trained  nurses  with  the  certificate  of 
the  Central  Midwives  Hoard. 

Beyond  the  two  additional  Health  Visitors  the  staff  remained 
as  in  the  1022  report. 

I  have,  however,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Medieal 
Officer  of  Health  and  of  the  Committee,  undertaken  the  whole 
of  t  he  clinical  work  at  the  East  Hull.  "  Cent ral  and  Kingston 
Infant  Welfare  Centres,  with  one  day  a  week  at  West  Hidl 
Centre.  This  has  meant  that  I  could  only  give  one  Doctor  s 
session  per  week  to  each  Clinic  except  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic, 
where  1  have  two  Doctor's  sessions  per  week. 

Ante- Mated  work.  The.  ('an  of  I  he  Expectant  Mother. 

The  conditions  that  tend  to  lessen  maternal  mortality  are 
undoubtedly  connected  with  an  efficient  midwifery  service,  and, 
above  all,  good  ante-natal  medieal  supervision  of  the  expectant 
mother.  Prompt  recognition  of  any  abnormality  in  the  expectant 
mother  and  of  the  child  before  its  birth  and  of  any  disproportion 
between  the  pelvis  and  the  child  will  save,  many  a  life,  while 
accidents  of  Pregnancy,  such  as  ante  partum  haemorrhage, 
threatened  eclampsia,  &c.,  can  be  efficiently  treated  in  a 
Maternity  Home  or  Hospital  if  the  ease  is  admitted  in  time. 

The  newer  midwifery  relies  more  and  more  on  ante-natal 
work.  The  ideal  should  be  that  every  expectant  mother  should 
lie  seen  and  examined  by  a  medieal  practitioner  specially  trained 
in  ante-natal  care.  Until  quite  recently  in  Hull  ante-natal  work 
has  not  been  practised  on  a  large  scale.  It  was  only  when  the 
premises  at  14,  Kingston  Square  were  re-opened  in  the  late 
autumn  of  1922,  that  the  possibility  of  holding  a  special  clinic 
for  expectant  mothers  was  realised.  I  began  at  lirst  to  make 
special  appointments  for  cases  that  came  to  me  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  and  saw  these  few  eases  weekly  on  Wednesday 
mornings  at  14,  Kingston  Square,  the  municipal  midwife  and  her 
pupils  being  always  in  attendance.  Our  numbers  soon  increased 
I  ait  by  means  of  special  appointment  cards  it  was  possible  to 
avoid  overcrowding  and  seeing  more  than  twelve  new  cases  in  a 
morning. 

Midwives  Act,  1902. 

Sixty-two  Mid  wives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practice, 
or  two  more  than  in  1922.  Of  these  45  were  certified  by 


examination,  and  17  were  bona  fide  midwives.  One  midwife 
removed  from  the  area.  One  was  struck  off  the  Roll  by  the 
Central  Midwives  Board. 

The  number  of  births  attended  by  midwives  was,  from  returns 
furnished  by  them,  4,354.  The.  total  number  of  births  registered 
was  0,898,  a  decrease  of  221  from  the  figures  of  1 022 .  The 
midwives  thus  attended  03  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
infants  born  as  compared  with  07  per  cent,  in  1922. 

Inspection  of  Midwives. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-seven  loutine  visits  of  inspection  were 
paid  to  midwives  by  the  Assistant  Inspector  of  Midwives.  The 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  herself  investigated  all  special  cases 
but  paid  fewer  routine  visits  of  inspection  than  in  1922  owing 
to  her  increased  clinical  duties. 

Suspension  of  Midwives. 

During  the  year  1923  there  were  23  suspensions,  all  of  them 
being  for  purposes  of  disinfection  on  account  of  the  midwife 
having  been  in  attendance  on  cases  of  Puerperal  or  other  infection. 

Serious  breaches  of  the  Hides  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

Two  eases  were  reported  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  to 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  for  breach  of  the 
Rules  and  reported  by  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  to  the 
Central  Midwives  Board  as  prima  facie  eases.  Of  these,  one  case 
was  stated  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  to  be  too  grave  for 
caution  or  censure  and  sentence  was  postponed,  the  Board  asking 
for  two  reports  at  stated  intervals  of  three  months,  in  the  other 
case  the  Board  caused  the  midwife  to  be  struck  off  the  Roll. 


Still-  Births. 

The  total  number  of  still-births  reported  to  the  Department 
was  245,  compared  with  218  for  1922.  Of  these  137  occurred  in 
the  practice  of  Midwives. 

Every  case  of  still-birth  that  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  is  duty  investigated  by  the  Assistant  Inspector  of 
Midwives.  Several  mothers  have  received  treatment  at  the 
Hull  1  loyal  Infirmary  under  Dr.  Harrison,  in  consequence  of 
which  living  and  healthy  babies  have  been  born  to  them  for  the 
first  time. 

Deaths  of  New-born.  Children. 

Twelve  notifications  of  deaths  of  newly-born  infants  before 
the  attendance  of  a  medical  practitioner  were  received,  as 
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compared  with  15  in  1922.  hi  only  one  of  these  cases  did  the 
coroner  consider  it  necessary  to  hold  an  inquest. 


Records  of  Calling  in  Medical  Aid. 


The  total  number  of  Medical  Records  received  was  828,  as 
compared  with  740  for  1922.

Lectures  to  Midwives. 

During  the  past  winter,  by  the  special  wish  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  special  lectures  to  practising  Midwives  given 
by  me  have  been  well  attended,  and  appear  to  lie  a  useful  means 
of  keeping  in  touch  with  the  midwives.  Since  January  1st  two 
lectures  on  the  new  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  have 
been  given,  one  by  myself  and  one  by  Miss  Harrison,  Assistant 
Inspector  of  Midwives. 

Puerperal  /  »  feel  ion . 

Twenty-two  eases  of  Puerperal  Infection  were  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  were  !l  deaths,  a  mortality  of  1-3  per  1000  births,  as 
compared  with  I 3  deaths  out  of  twenty-one  eases  for  the  year 
1022.  a  mortality  of  1  -S3  per  1000  births. 

The  attack-rate  per  1000  births  was  .‘t  ot,  the  case  mortality 
being  45  4  per  cent.,  compared  with  01  It  per  cent,  in  1022. 

Sixteen  cases  (of  which  7  were  fatal)  occurred  in  the  practice 
of  midwives,  and  (i  cases  (of  which  3  were  fatal),  in  the  practice 
of  medical  men.  Two  cases  (not  fatal)  were  notified  from  the 
Royal  Infirmary.  Of  the  deaths,  3  occurred  in  patient’s  homes, 
4  in  the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  3  in  the  Workhouse  Infirmary. 

Maternal  M ortaUiy. 

Forty-seven  deaths  occurred  as  a  consequence  of  childbirth. 
Ten  of  such  deaths  were  from  Sepsis,  the  remaining  37  being  from 
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“  other  causes.’-  The  proportion  per  thousand  children  born 
was  6-8,  a  high  figure  compared  with  that  for  the  country 
generally. 

Dr.  Janet  Campbell’s  epoch-making  report  on  Maternal 
Mortality,  which  should  be  widely  read  by  all  medical 
practitioners  and  mid  wives,  foreshadows  no  improvement  in 
these  figures  unless  the  standard  of  midwifery  practice  andante- 
natal  care  be  mwch  improved  in  our  area. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  1923. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-six  cases  of  eye  discharge  and 
inflammation  in  young  infants  were  investigated  during  1923, 
as  contrasted  with  the  85  notified  cases  investigated  during  1922. 
Of  these  136  cases  31  were  classed  as  conjunctivitis,  and  there 
proved  to  be  only  105  cases  of  true  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 
not  more  than  62  of  which  were  notified  (60  per  cent).  The  rest 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  by  Medical  help 
forms  sent  by  the  midwives  (91),  while  15  of  the  cases  (including 
the  cases  of  conjunctivitis)  were  discovered  on  the  district  by 
the  Health  Visitors,  having  occurred  after  the  midwife  had 
ceased  attending.  No  serious  case  of  eye  discharge  was  reported 
that  had  been  neglected  by  the  midwife,  and  the  improvement 
in  the  care  exercised  by  the  midwives  practising  in  the  area  in 
sending  for  Medical  Help  has  been  marked  and  gratifying. 

Each  case,  even  the  slightest,  lias  been  carefully  followed  up 
by'-  the  Health  Visitors  after  having  been  investigated  in  the 
first  instance  by  the  Assistant  Inspector  of  Midwives,  Miss  M. 
Harrison. 

The  re-visits  have,  thanks  to  the  new  Investigation  Forms, 
been  far  more  systematic  than  in  1922  and  previous  years, 
and  numbered  altogether  413.  (The  figures  for  1922,  according 
to  the  returns  of  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  were  only 
44  re-visits,  though  it  is  probable  that  considerably  more  were 
actually  paid  and  classified  under  other  heads). 

In  the  annual  report  for  1922  I  pointed  out  that  the  case 
mortality  for  all  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  exceed¬ 
ingly  high.  For  the  5  years  preceding  1922  it  averaged  19  per 
cent.  For  the  year  1922  it  was  as  low  as  12-9  per  cent.,  and 
for  the  year  1923  it  has  dropped  to  1 1-4  per  cent.  (12  deaths  to 
105  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum).  These  favourable  figures 
are  intensified  by  the  fact  that  no  case  of  blindness  in  both  e}res 
arising  from  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  arose  in  1923,  nor  is 
more  than  one  case  of  serious  injury  to  the  Cornea  reported. 
All  cases  appear  to  have  made  a  complete  recovery,  and  there 
were  only  12  of  these  being  visited  (cases  of  sticky  ”  eyes) 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 


These  good  results  can  he  attributed  t<>  several  causes,  chief 
of  which  are  undoubtedly  the  promptness  with  which  the 
midwives  have  obtained  medical  aid  for  all,  even  the  slightest 
eases,  and  the  excellent  way  in  which  the  Health  Visitors  have 
followed  up  the  cases.

Of  the  25  cases  occurring  in  primiparae,  the  largest  number 
(10)  occurred  on  the  8th  day,  only  3  occurring  on  the  3rd  day 
and  5  on  the  4th.  Of  the  80  cases  occurring  in  i nulliparae  the 
largest  number  (17)  occurred  on  the  3rd  day,  while  10  occurred 
on  the  second  day.

Thirteen  cases  occurring  in  the  practice  of  Mid  wives  were 
notified  by  private  medical  practitioners.

I’he  Municipal  Midwifery  Centre  would  appear  to  be  not  only 
a  valuable  means  for  enabling  the  pupil  midwives  trained  at  the 
Maternity  Home  to  gain  their  district  experience  (it  was  for  this 
object  that,  at  the  instigation  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
the  Centre  was  primarily  established),  but  is  proving  in  addition 
an  effective  means  of  helping  to  raise  the  standard  of  midwifery 
in  the  City.  The  first  municipal  midwives  have  done  most 
excellent  work  and  proved  beyond  doubt  that  it  is  possible  to  do 
fine  midwifery  under  the  worst  possible  district  conditions. 
A  consecutive  run  of  over  100  unselected  cases  showed  that, 
although  there  was  a  considerable  proportion  of  abnormal  cases 
requiring  operative  interference  there  was  no  single  case  of  even 
transient  puerperal  infection,  no  case  of  P.  P.H.,  umbilical  sepsis, 
severe  ophthalmia,  or  infected  breast.  Each  patient  was  visited 
and  her  temperature  and  pulse  taken  twice  a  day  throughout  the 
puerperium.  Sterilised  dressings  were  used  for  the  first  four  or 
live  days,  and  full  clinical  notes  were  leapt  of  the  progress  of  mother 
and  infant. 

A  noteworthy  point  was  the  very  large  size  of  the  infants  born 
—the  majority  weighing  well  over  eight  lbs. — yet  these  cases  were 
all  "  free  ”  midwifery  cases  taken  from  the  poorest  districts  in 
Hull,  the  husband  being  out  of  work  in  each  case,  a  finding  quite 
in  accordance  with  the  most  recent  research  work  on  the  subject.

Visit  of  Dr.  Janet  Campbell  and  Dr.  Durham  ( 'unningham. 

Dr.  Janet  Campbell,  Senior  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  accompanied  by  Dr.  Barbara  Cunningham.  Medical 
OlHcer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  visited  Hull  on  Dee.  I  1th  and 
12th  for  the  purpose  of  minutely  inspecting  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Scheme.

A  visit  was 
paid  to  the  Maternity  Home  and  to  the  Hull  City  Creches,  and 
the  following  morning  the  Inspectors  met  the  Committee  with  a 
view  to  making  known  their  views  as  to  the  future  progress  of 
the  work.

We  are  doing  our  best  to  educate  them  to  a  better  conception 
of  an  Infant  Consultation  Centre,  but  it  is  uphill  work. 

Health  Talks  to  mothers  can,  I  feel  sure,  effect  a  great  deal, 
and  in  order  to  encourage  the  Health  V  isitors  to  give  these  an 
examination  with  prizes  for  the  best  series  of  five  Health  talks 
on  five  set  subjects  was  given  to  the  Health  Visitors  last  winter, 
with  very  excellent  results.  Some  admirable  papers  were  sent  in. 

The  time  table  for  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1923  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  was  as  follows,  the  limited  number  of  medical 
Sessions  being  all  that  was  possible  ow  ing  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
not  considering  that  morning  Sessions  are  desirable  in  Hull.

Many  infants  were 
onh/  visited  once  in  I  heir  first  //car,  and  not  re-visited  for  eighteen 
months.  Enquiry  from  the  Health  Visitors  elicited  a  unanimous 
answer  to  this  fact. 


The  number  of  attendances  at  one  of  the  biggest  Clinics  for 
1921  for  each  of  the  three  Health  Visitors  averaged  151.  Total 
hours  (three  sessions  per  week)  483. 

These  figures  are  given  because  the  work  of  the  Clinics  bears 
directly  on  the  amount  of  visiting  done  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
and  the  number  of  visits  paid  by  them  must  vary  inversely  as  the 
number  of  hours  spent  at  the  Clinics,  other  things  being  equal. 

The  average  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  10  Health  Visitors 
during  1921  was  28,450  or  57  visits  per  week  per  Health  Visitor, 
but — and  this  is  the  crucial  point — the  re-visits  numbered  less 
by  1 400  than  the  first  visits  to  infants  under  1  year  and  the  toddler 
fared  even  worse.  As  is  well  known  a  first  visit  is  of  comparatively 
little  use  unless  it  can  be  followed  up  by  re-visits. 

The  year  1922  was  an  intermediate  ”  year  because  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  was  being  re-organised 
and  the  figures  are  midway  between  those  of  1921  and  1923.  Rut 
in  1923  we  see  the  results  of  the  re-organisation,  which  consisted 
in  Dr.  Wright  Mason  re-grouping  the  12  Health  Visitors’  districts 
— in  delegating  to  the  Clinic  Nurses  work  apart  from  infant 
visiting  and  the  clinic  work  proper,  and  in  re-organising  the  office 
work  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  discussing  the  figures  for  1923  it  must  lie  remarked  that  the 
two  additional  Health  Visitors  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  did  not  commence  work  till  five  months  of  the  year  had 
already  gone  by,  and  that  the  districts  wore  not  able  to  be  re¬ 
organised  till  after  the  Health  Visitors’  holidays  in  October, 
1923  ;  also  that  the  hours  spent  at  the  Clinics  remained  practically 
the  same  until  the  latter  half  of  1923,  when  they  increased 
slightly.  The  new  day-books  for  the  Health  Visitors  were  begun 
in  October,  1922,  and  the  system  of  a  time  book  and  starting  their 
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work  from  central  headquarters  each  morning  was  inaugurated 
during  the  summer  of  1922. 

The  births  for  1923  numbered  6901  (or  569  fewer  than  in  1921).

It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  large  slum  areas  to  deal  with — 
that  we  could  with  advantage  double  our  Health  Visiting  Staff, 
and  that  one  can  after  all  not  work  miracles  however  zealous 
and  devoted  the  Staff,  and  1  am  sure  there  is  not  a  better  all 
round  Health  Visiting  Staff  in  England. 

What  results  can  we  chronicle?  An  increase  in  output  of  work 
totalling  the  equivalent  of  nine  extra  Health  Visitors  (or  a  potential 
saving  of  £1800  to  the  ratepayer) — the  trebling  of  the  re-visits 
to  infants  under  1  year — and  a  lightening  of  the  strain  to  the 
Health  Visitors  who  all  agree  that  though  they  are  doing  more 
work  they  are  feeling  it  less.

In  1923  27,050  more  visits  were  paid  by  the  staff  of  12  Health 
Visitors  than  by  the  stall’  of  10  Health  Visitors  in  1921. 

N.13. — About  10  per  cent,  of  the  births  belong  to  a  class  that 
is  non-visitable. 
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The  weekly  lectures  to  the  Health  Visitors  wore  given  hy  me 
throughout  the  winter  of  1923.  A  prize  was  given  for  the  best 
series  of  talks  to  mothers  and  was  won  by  Miss  Iv  Edwards, 
while  Miss  Shrewsbury,  Senior  Health  Visitor,  won  the  prize 
for  the  best  paper  in  the  Pinal  Examination  at  the  end  of  the 
course. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  actual  number  of  visits  paid  cannot  be 
the  only  index  of  efficiency  and  one  would  infinitely  prefer  a 
large  staff  that  cotdd  give  its  time  to  few  and  detailed  visits,  but 
where  a  small  staff  has  to  deal  with  large  slum  areas  this  is  not 
possible.  In  practice  we  find  that  in  our  City  where  so  much 
ground  has  to  be  covered  if  the  whole  City  is  to  lie  worked,  the 
best  workers  are  paying  the  largest  number  of  visits-  otherwise 
they  could  not  get  their  re-visits  paid. 

The  percentage  of  breast-fed  babies  is  regrettably  small. 
Special  investigation  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  has 
shown  that  among  500  families  of  over  live  children,  most 
of  them  dating  their  marriage  about  the  year  1909,  73  per  cent, 
of  the  children  born  alive  were  breast-fed.  In  the  small  post¬ 
war  families  of  under  five  children  we  find  that  only  44-6  per 
cent,  of  the  babies  born  alive  were  breast-fed.  Another  special 
investigation  by  the  Health  Visitors  has  enabled  me  to  classify

The  nurses  of  the  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing  Association 
paid  1,104  visits  to  53  cases  referred  to  them  by  the  Department. 


Infant  Mortality. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  Hull  in  1923  was  as  low  as  Si -8 
(corrected  figures  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health).  The  figure 
for  1923  is  thus  a  record  for  the  city  which  has  never  had  a  lower 
infant  death  rate  than  95-6.  The  rate  for  the  year  for  the  105 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  is  72  per  1000  births,  while 
the  infant  death  rate  for  London  was  only  60,  and  for  England 
and  Wales  69  per  1000  births.  (Registrar  General’s  figures  for 
1923.)  The  Registrar  General  gives  83  per  1000  births  for  the 
Infant  Death  Rate  for  Hull  for  1923.

rpiie  neo-natal  mortality  has  not  appreciably  varied  for  t  lie 
last  four  years.  The  notification  of  still-births  has  been 
incomplete  for  some  years,  and  is  still,  and  the  number  of  deaths 
under  one  month  together  with  the  known  still-births  (nco-natal 
deaths)  have  totalled  596,485,000,403,  for  the  years  1920,  1921, 
1922  and  1923  respectively.  In  1923  the  nco-natal  death  rate 
per  1000  births  was  07.  the  same  figure  as  in  1920,  while  for 

1922  it  was  as  high  as  To  per  1000  births.  For  other  statistics 
see  table  pages  11,12  and  36. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  in  Children  under  2  Years. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that,  although  the  infant  mortality 
rate  for  1923  is  the  lowest  yet  recorded  in  Hull,  the  infant  death 
rate  for  Infantile  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  is  high.  There  were 
as  many  as  120  deaths  from  summer  diarrhoea  in  children  under 
2  years  of  age  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health — a  death 
rate  of  18  per  1000  births.  (Registrar  General's  ligures,  17-8.) 
Some  high  death  rates  per  1000  births  for  diarrhoea  among 
children  under  2  years  for  1923  are  found  at  : —

The  diarrhoea  death  rate  for  London  is  10.2,  a  somewhat  high 
figure.  The  rate  in  the  105  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns 
being  9-9  per  1000  births. 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  of  diarrhoea  in  the  City 
corresponds  well  with  the  housing  conditions  in  the  City  wards, 
by  far  the  greatest  number  occurring  in  houses  with  privies. 

From  the  analysis  of  the  total  deaths  from  diarrhoea  during 

1923  in  infants  under  2  years  of  age  made  from  the  forms  filled 
in  by  the  Health  Visitors  of  cases  carefully  investigated  by  them, 
some  interesting  points  stand  out  : — 

The  death  rate  per  1000  births  among  babies  that  were  regular 
attendants  at  the  Centres  was  about  one  third  that  of  the  death 
rate  in  infants  that  were  non-attendants.  Of  tbe  total  120  cases, 
!<)2  of  which,  or  85  per  cent.,  occurred  in  infants  that  were 
non-attendants  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  by  far  the  largest 
number,  69,  were  fed  on  Cow’s  (dairy)  milk,  while  23  were  fed 
on  tinned,  and  the  rest  on  dried  milk.  Only  8  breast-fed  babies 
suqcu  mbed. 
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Among  the  18  deaths  occurring  in  Clinic  babies  one  only  had 
been  breast-fed,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  in  only  three  instances 
were  the  hygienic  and  sanitary  surroundings  anything  like 
adequate.  All  but  two  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  homes  with 
either  privies  or  pails,  and  no  backway,  while  in  some  of  the 
latter  houses  the  pail  closet  was  noted  as  leaking.”

Sixteen  cases  were  referred  to  the  National  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  during  the  year  1923.

The  Sunshine  Clinic 

For  the  Administration  of  Artificial  Heliotherapy 
to  ailing  and  rickety  children  under  fire. 

It  is  owing  to  the  generosity  of  Councillor  Dr.  Percy  Hall  that 
a  lamp  for  the  administration  of  ultra-violet  rays  has  been  lent 
to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  for  trial  work 
in  connection  with  the  above  clinic.  Early  in  the  new  year 
rooms  at  69,  Colt  man  Street  (West  Hull  Clinic)  were  set  apart  for 
this  purpose. 

The  lamp  experimented  with  has  been  a  simple  tungsten  are 
of  t  he  Hall  pattern,  and  the  dosage  of  the  light  rays  to  the  infants 
was  given  under  my  directions  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Percy 
Hall.  The  Sister-in-Charge  is  Miss  E.  Spenceley,  Clinic  Nurse 
and  Dining  Centre  Superintendent  at  West  Hull  Clinic. 

The  Staff  of  the  Clinic  consists  of  one  health  visitor  who 
weighs  and  measures  the  children  at  each  visit,  one  clinic  nurse 
who  holds  the  children  in  the  Light  Room,  and  the  Sister-in- 


Charge,  Sister  Speneeley,  who  administers  the  dosage  under  my 
direetions. 

The  results  have  exeeeded  our  expectations.  At  the  time  of 
going  to  press  2'»  children  have  been  treated  in  two  hatches,  each 
course  of  treatment  lasting  six  weeks  and  t  he  child  coming 
up  twice  a  week. 

Only  bad  eases  of  rickets  and  malnutrition  are  chosen,  and  the 
children  are  subjected  to  a  minute  medical  examination  at  the 
beginning  of  treatment.  Full  clinical  records  of  each  ease  are 
kept,  and  notes  are  made  by  me  of  the  physical  condition  during 
the  course  of  treatment  and  a  special  note  on  discharge.  In 
every  ease  (18)  where  the  mother  has  brought  the  child  up 
regularly  remarkable  improvement  has  been  registered. 

We  have  noticed  in  particular  an  increase  in  the  percentage 
of  the  blood-colouring  matter  (10-20  per  cent,  increase),  a  much 
lessened  nervousness  and  irritability  combined  wit  h  greater  activity 
in  these  children.  They  sleep  and  eat  better,  and  are  much  less 
trouble  at  home.  It  is  evident  that  bone  metabolism  is  speeded 
up  for  we  have  registered  increase  of  growth  in  all  cases  rather 
than  marked  increase  in  weight  and  the  teeth  are  cut  rapidly. 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  parents  has  been  remarkable  and 
gratifying.  ( )ne  mother  of  a  very  delicate  infant  gave  a  donation 
of  10s.  to  the  Clinic  so  overjoyed  was  she  at  the  transformation 
in  her  baby. 

We  have  tried  to  banish  a.  formal  atmosphere  and  make  the 
mothers'  waiting  time  a  pleasant  one  for  them.  Each  mother 
has  a  special  time  appointed  for  her,  and  if  she  comes  punctually 
is  kept  waiting  only  a  few  moments. 

After  the  treatment  she  is  free  to  stay  and  chat  and  read 
picture  papers  for  as  long  as  the  Clinic  is  open.  Cups  of  tea  and 
a  biscuit  are  provided  for  which  the  mothers  pay  the  sum  of  Id. 
and  a  further  penny  provides  a  big  cup  of  milk  for  her  baby. 
Each  mother  and  child  is  thus  refreshed  for  the  homeward 
journey  which  in  many  cases  is  a  long  one  as  the  mothers  bring 
up  their  children  regularly  from  the  furthest  parts  of  Hull 
twice  a  week. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  not  one  of  the  cases  of  rickets — some  of 
which  have  been  marked — has  been  an  attendant  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  from  birth. 
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MUNICIPAL  MATERNITY  HOME. 

567-569  Holderness  Road. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
Home  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  247  were  delivered, 

1 8  were  not  in  labour  and  were  discharged  to  come  in  later,  3  were 
cases  of  Albuminuria  sent  in  for  treatment,  and  2  cases  were 
transferred  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  (1  for  obstructed 
labour,  and  one  for  full-time  Ectopic  Gestation). 

The  average  dural  ion  of  stay  was  14  days. 

Analysing  the  247  cases  delivered.  219  were  delivered  by 
Midwives  and  the  remaining  28  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

The  following  are  particulars  of  the  cases  in  which  medical 
assistance  was  sought  by  the  Midwife,  with  the  reasons  for 
requiring  asistance  : —

No  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred  during  the  year. 

There  were  12  cases  in  which  t  he  temperature  rose  above 
100  4  with  rise  of  pulse  rate.  In  7  of  these  cases,  the  rise  was 
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for  24  hoursonlv,  t  ho  cases  being of  horwiso  normal.  2  developed 
Phlebitis  1  developing  tenderness  suggestive  <>f  appondieitis. 
She  was  removed  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  where  she  made  a 
complete  recovery.  I  developed  I  )ipht  heria  and  was  t  ransferred 
to  the  City  Fever  Hospital.  Of  the  remaining  2.  2  had  been 
treated  before  admission.  One  of  these  was  transferred  to 
the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  on  the  4th  day.  as  she  was  suffering 
from  ( Jonorrhoea.  The  ot her  t  wo  were  suffering  f  rom  I  nfluenza. 
one  developing  Broncho  Pneumonia.  She  was  transferred  to 
the  Sculeoates  Infirmary,  and  ultimately  made  a  complete 
recovery. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  occurred  and  were 
notified.  Both  made  a  complete  recovery  with  scarring. 

Inflammation  of  the  eyes  occurred  in  only  4  cases. 

Only  one  infant  was  not  entirely  breast-fed  while  in  the 
Institution,  the  reason  why  it  was  not  so  fed  being  lack  of 
breast -mi  lk. 

It  is  pleasing  to  say  that  no  maternal  death  occurred.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  general  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  the 
year  was  again  very  low,  and  there  has  been  nothing  approach¬ 
ing  epidemic  proport  ions  since  1  he  out  break  of  Scarlatina  which 
occurred  during  the  years  19LD-20. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlatina  not i lied  (313).  although 
shewing  a  slight  increase  over  the  number  notified  during  the 
year  1022,  (26S),  was  the  lowest  on  record  for  over  ten  years. 
At  the  same  time,  it  is  a  remarkable  and  pleasing  fact  that, 
although  there  was  a  larger  number  of  cases  in  the  City  than  in 
the  previous  year,  there  was  not  a  single  death  from  this  disease 
during  1023.  It  is  the  first  year  on  record  during  which  there 
has  not  been  a  death  from  Scarlatina. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the 
year  shews  a  decrease  of  112  as  compared  with  the  year  1022 
(421  against  531)  and  is  the  lowest  number  on  record  since  1018. 
There  were  23  deaths  from  Diphtheria  during  the  year,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  24  during  1022.  which  is  the  lowest  number  recorded 
for  over  ten  years. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Enteric  Fever  notified,  12  as  against  0  during  1022,  and  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  the  figures 
being  4,  as  against  1  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  cases  of  .Small-Pox  notified  during  the  year, 
but  it  was  deemed  advisable  in  view  of  the  continued  prevalence 
of  Small- Pox  of  a  mild  character  throughout  the  Country  and 
to  the  large  number  of  such  cases  being  diagonised  as  Chicken 
Pox,  that  the  compulsory  notification  of  Chicken-Pox  would, 
under  such  circumstances,  be  an  advantage  in  investigating  and 
tracing  the  source  of  such  cases  of  mild  .Small  Pox  should  any 
occur  within  the  City.  A  temporary  Order  was  therefore 
made,  with  the  sanction  of  t he-  Ministry  of  Health,  and  which 
came  into  effect  on  the  11th  August,  1023.  so  that  Chicken-Pox 
should  be  included  in  the  list,  of  compulsory  notifiable  diseases 
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coming  within  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Noti¬ 
fication)  Act,  188!),  for  a  period  of  three  months. 

At  the  expiration  of  such  period  it  was  considered 
necessary  that  such  measures  should  be  continued,  and  a  further 
Order  was,  therefore,  obtained  extending  the  period  of  such 
notification  to  May,  1024,  From  the  commencement  of  the 
time  when  Chicken-Pox  became  compulsory  notifiable  to  the 
end  of  the  year,  250  cases  have  been  notified,  and  all  suspicious 
cases  have  been  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but 
in  no  instance  was  a  definite  case  of  Small-Pox  found.  Previous 
to  these  regulations  coming  into  force  25  cases  of  Chicken-Pox 
were  notified  voluntarily  by  Medical  Practitioners  and  parents.

CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFIED. 
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HOSPITALS. 

During  the  year.  (»(><)  persons,  cither  suffering  from  some 
Infectious  Disease,  or  who  had  been  in  contact  with  a  case  of 
Infectious  Disease,  were  admitted  into  the  City  and  Evan 
Fraser  Hospitals.  Of  this  number,  021  were  City  eases,  27  were 
sent  in  by  the  Hull  and  (loole  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  and  21 
were  admitted  from  Authorities  outside  the  City. 

Scarlatina. — 23J  (or  TIPS  per  cent.)  of  the  persons  notified 
during  the  year  as  suffering  from  Scarlatina  were  admitted 
into  Hospital.  No  deaths  occurred  in  either  institution  from 
this  disease,  but  six  of  the  cases  admitted,  however,  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  some  disease  other  than  Scarlatina. 

Diphtheria. — 309  (or  87-0  per  cent.)  of  the  notified  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  also  admitted  into  the  Hospitals,  and  27 
of  these  cases  proved  fatal.  A  corrected  diagnosis  was  made  in 
39  of  the  cases  admitted,  and  in  7  of  such  cases  death  occurred 
and  was  certified  as  due  to  some  disease  other  than  Diphtheria. 

Enteric  Fever. — 7  of  the  12  notified  cases  of  Enteric  Fever 
(or  58-0  per  cent.)  w'erc  admitted  into  the  Hospitals.  There 
were  no  deaths  in  Hospital  from  this  disease,  but  in  two  cases 
a  corrected  diagnosis  was  necessary. 

The  above  particulars  with  regard  to  Scarlatina, 
Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  do  not  include  the  cases 
admitted  from  Outside  Authorities,  nor  those  sent  in  by  the 
Hull  and  Goolc  Port  Sanitary  Authority.

Dr.  .lames  A.  Raeburn  presents  the  following  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Tubereulosis  branch  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  : — 


1  beg  herewith  to  present  my  report  on  the  work  done 
in  the  Tuberculosis  department  during  the  year  1923.  As 
previously,  I  give  the  death  rate  from  'Tuberculosis  for  all 
England  and  Wales  so  that  comparison  may  be  made  with  that

Although  the  population  of  Hull  is  estimated  to  have 
increased  by  over  5,000  since  the  previous  report,  the  number  of 
deaths  (355)  is  the  lowest  yet  noted  and  shews  a  marked  fall  from 
previous  years.  Considering  the  various  Public  Health  efforts 
which  co-operate  to  combat  the  disease,  one  expects  the  death 
rate  to  fall  and  is  gratified  with  the  results  for  the  past  year. 
At  the  same  time,  while  hoping  that  the  decrease  continues,  it 
is  proper  to  remark  that  it  is  not  likely  to  continue  to  fall  at 
the  same  rate  as  it  has  done  last  year. 

Last  year  1  drew  attention  to  the  high  proportion  of 
cases  not  notified  till  death  or  shortly  before  death.  This  defect 
has  long  been  recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  a 
memorandum  (280)  has  been  issued  to  Practitioners,  along 
with  the  requisite  forms,  requiring  them  to  send  notices  on 
these  forms  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  whenever  they  know 
of  a  definite  or  suspicious  case  of  the  disease  amongst  their 
insured  patients.  This  order  came  into  force  on  January  1st, 
1924,  but  as  yet  applies  to  insured  patients  only. 

This  report  is  for  1923,  but  1  may  mention  that  the  order 
has  already  resulted  in  many  previously  unknown  cases  being 
brought  to  notice.  1  trust  it  may  be  extended  to  include  all, 
whether  insured  or  non-insured.  If  this  were  done  the  result 
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would  likely  follow  that  all  eases  would  become  known  to  the 
department  at  a  much  earlier  stage. 

It  was  my  intention  to  ask  the  Committee  to  consider 
taking  steps  to  search  for  cases  in  the  early  stages  but  it  will  be 
wise  now  to  note  the  success  of  this  order  first.

There  is  still,  however,  far  too  high  a  proportion  not 
notified  till  the  late  stages.  Of  the  355  deaths  during  the 
year,  97  were  not  notified  till  death  and  102  till  within  three 
months  of  death. 

Need  for  Dental  Treatment. 

In  treating  persons  suffering  with  tuberculosis,  there  is 
no  satisfactory  method  of  direct  attack  on  the  disease.  We  aim 
at  increasing  the  natural  resistance  which  means  raising  the 
general  health  and  thus  helping  nature's  forces  to  overcome  the 
diseased  condition.  Everyone  knows  that  nutritious  diet  is  of 
prime  importance  for  this.  Unfortunately  the  benefit  of  such 
diet  is  in  a  great  many  cases  counteracted  by  defective  and 
diseased  teeth.  The  process  of  digestion  begins  in  the  month 
and  the  first  essential  is  proper  mastication.  Proper  masti¬ 
cation  is  often  impossible  on  account  of  defective  teeth.  Also 
diseased  teeth  produce  poisonous  substances  which,  when 
swallowed,  upset  the  process  of  digestion.  This  retards  the 
restoration  of  natural  resistance  and  many  observers  maintain 
that  it  actually  induces  the  tuberculous  condition. 

I  hope  the  time  has  come  when  proposals  to  have  dental 
treatment  given  to  tuberculous  patients  may  properly  be  brought 
before  the  Committee.  T  believe  that  dental  treatment  would, 
in  many  cases,  make  removal  to  Sanatorium  unnecessary 
and  that,  with  those  eases  who  are  given  residential  treatment, 
it  would  shorten  the  stay  and  give  more  lasting  benefit. 


The  report  for  the  Midhurst  Sanatorium  for  1923  says 
“  the  value  of  dental  hygiene  and  the  removal  of  septic  teeth  in 
improving  the  general  condition  of  tuberculous  patients  cannot 
he  over  estimated.”  It  was  my  intention  to  make  a  request  for 
dental  treatment  several  years  ago,  but  the  order  for  economy 
made  me  delay.  1  have  made  enquiries  and  find  that  such 
treatment  is  now  provided  in  many  areas. 

Diathermy. 

The  Committee  will  remember  that  the  Ministry  of 
Health  asked  them  to  sanction  the  purchase  of  a  diathermy 
instrument  so  that  the  value  of  this  treatment  might  be  tested 
on  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Firstly,  I  should  like  to  say  that  many  persons,  admitted 
to  the  Sanatorium  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  have  other 
complaints  such  as  rheumatism,  neuritis  and  similar  conditions. 
These  conditions  are  undoubtedly  benefitted  by  the  treatment 
and  although  the  patients  are  not  admitted  for  these  complaints 
it  is  a  great  advantage  to  be  able  to  give  them  relief.  Also,  some 
cases  of  bronchitis,  of  superficial  suppuration,  of  lupus  and  of 
glands,  have  improved  under  the  treatment. 

In  applying  the  test  to  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
I  stipulated  the  following  conditions  and  the  Ministry  agree  with 
these  : — 

1st. — The  patient  must  be  definitely  tuberculous  with 
tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum  ;  otherwise  there  is  no 
certainty  that  it  is  really  a  case  of  tuberculosis. 

2nd.— He  must  have  been  in  Sanatorium  for  three 
months  without  improving.  If  begun  before  that  time, 
it  is  impossible  to  say  whether  benefit  is  the  result  of 
ordinary  sanatorium  regime  of  or  special  treatment. 

I  was  prepared  to  give  a  report  on  the  value  of  this  form 
of  treatment,  but  Dr.  McNalty,  the  inspector  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  who  has  charge  of  this  investigation  and  who  visited 
Hull  at  the  end  of  April,  1924,  asks  that  an  endeavour  be  made 
to  get  another  set  of  test  cases  with  the  disease  in  an  earlier 
stage  before  finally  reporting.  There  are  not  many  cases  in 
an  early  stage  that  comply  with  the  foregoing  conditions  and 
it  may  be  some  time  before  a  satisfactory  number  can  be  found 
but  I  will  do  my  best  to  carry  out  this  further  test. 
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This  form  was  drawn  up  for  recording  the  cases.  A

1  should  like  to  make  some  comments  on  the  heading 
•‘Admitted  as  preventive.”  There  is  no  sharp  dividing  line 
between  those  diagnosed  as  tuberculous  and  those  considered 
not  to  have  the  disease.  Consequently  there  is  always  a  certain 
number  on  the  border  line.  It  once  a  person  is  notified  as 
tuberculous,  this  stigma  sticks  to  him  all  his  life  and  some¬ 
times  is  an  unwelcome  handicap. 

Treatment  in  those  cases  frequently  clears  away  the 
suspicious  signs  very  quickly  and  there  is  no  need  to  label 
the  person  tuberculous.  These  remarks  apply  with  special 
force  to  children.  Forty-two  such  cases  were  admitted  during 
the  year  and  1  think  it  will  be  good  policy  to  do  more  of 
such  preventive  treatment.

H.  P.  Lewis,  M.R.C.V.S.,  Chief  Food  Inspector,  and  four 
assistants,  whose  duties  include  the  inspection  of  cattle  and  fish 
markets,  meat.  fish,  fruit,  cowsheds  and  dairies  and  cows 
therein,  the  slaughterhouses  and  all  retail  shops  w  here  food  is 
sold . 

Part  of  the  Inspector’s  time  is  also  employed  in  carrying 
out  the  Unsound  Food  and  Foreign  Meat  Regulations  under 
the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority.

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  examinations,  special 
microscopic  preparations  were  made  and  examined  from  the 
blood  and  tissues  of  433  animals  for  the  detection  of  the  Anthrax 
Bacillus,  with  the  following  results  : —

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The  above  case  was  detected  in  the  carcase  of  a  cow 
which  had  been  sent  into  the  City  from  a  country  district. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  animal  had  been  killed  and  bled  before 
the  disease  had  run  its  full  course,  the  carcase  presented  a  good 
appearance,  and  it  was  fortunate  that  the  disease  was  detected 
before  'any  of  the  meat  had  been  consumed.  This  case 
illustrates  fully  the  necessity  for  keeping  the  strictest  vigilance 
over  carcases  that  are  sent  into  the  City,  for,  if  the  carcase  had 
not  been  discovered  promptly,  the  probability  is  that  many 


persons  would  have  been  attacked  by  this  fatal  disease.

/ mprovement  Scheme. 

Under  Part  1  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1 890,  an  Improvement 
Scheme  known  as  the  Hull  (New  George  Street)  Improvement 
Scheme.  1923.  was  prepared,  dealing  with  the  New  George  Street 
Unhealthy  Area,  certified  by  me  last  year.  A  Public  Inquiry 
was  held  on  May  1st  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  the  Scheme  was  approved  with  the  exception  of  the  portion 
relating  to  the  housing  of  the  displaced  working  class  popula¬ 
tion.  The  Scheme  provided  for  re-housing  the  721  persons 
of  the  working  classes  in  houses  on  the  flat  system,  to  be  erected 
on  the  actual  site  of  the  area,  but  as  this  proposal  was  not 
approved  by  the  Ministry,  the  scheme  has  been  amended,  and 
steps  are  now  being  taken  to  re-house  on  a  site  in  East  Hull, 
the  new  houses  to  be  of  the  modern  self-contained  type. 

New  Houses. 

Slow  progress  has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  houses 
under  the  State-aided  schemes,  difficulties  probably  being  due 
to  the  transition  from  one  scheme  of  subsidy  to  another. 
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Through  the  shortage  of  houses,  many  dwellings  that  were 
erected  for  the  use  of  one  family  only  are  now  being  used  for 
the  accommodation  of  two  or  more  separate  families,  resulting 
in  over-crowding  and  other  evils. 

Insanitary  Houses. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  deal  with  the  houses 
erected  many  years  ago,  especially  those  in  the  older  parts  of 
the  City.  Many  of  these  are  in  an  advanced  stage  of  decay,  and 
each  year  of  their  existence  adds  to  their  structural  deteriora¬ 
tion  and  dilapidation.  If  closed,  the  difficulty  would 
immediately  arise  of  finding  accommodation  at  rents  sufficiently 
low  for  the  class  of  people  displaced.  Nothing  short  of 
reconstruction  will  render  these  houses  habitable  even  for 
a  limited  number  of  years,  and  if  repairs  are  ordered,  an  owner 
may  be  unwilling  to  carry  them  out,  and  may  declare  his  intention 
to  close  the  houses ;  the  occupiers  would  then  be  faced  with  the 
difficulty  of  finding  other  accommodation.  The  only  remedy 
is  the  adequate  provision  of  houses,  so  that  alternate  accom¬ 
modation  may  be  offered  at  suitable  rents.  ’ 

CREMATION. 

The  Crematorium  is  situate  on  a  site  adjoining  the  Hedon 
Road  Cemetery.  It  was  opened  on  the  2nd  January,  1901.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1922. 

During  the  year,  127  applications  for  registration  were 
dealt  with  by  the  Health  Committee.  In  respect  of  every 
application,  after  the  premises  concerned  have  been  inspected 
a  detailed  report  with  recommendations  is  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Committee,  who  give  their  decision  upon  each 
individual  case.  Registration  as  Retail  Purveyor  of  Milk  was 
granted  in  119  cases,  and  as  Wholesale  Producer  in  3  cases. 
Eight  persons  appeared  before  the  Committee  to  show  cause 
why  registration  should  not  be  refused  to  them.  Registration 
was  refused  to  4  applicants,  and  one  withdrew  his  application. 
In  addition,  after  due  enquiry  into  the  circumstances,  the 
Committee  struck  off  the  register  the  name  of  one  registered 
retailer  for  default  in  matters  of  cleanliness,  &c. 

No  applications  were  received  for  licences  to  sell  “  Grade 
A,”  “  Certified  ”  or  “Pasteurised  ”  milk.

LODGING  HOUSES. 

Common  lodging  houses  are  registered  and  Seamen’s 
lodging  houses  licensed  for  one  year  only,  expiring  on  the 
31st  December  in  each  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  twenty-one  premises  recorded  in  the  register,  provided 
with  225  rooms  and  capable  of  accommodating  1149  lodgers. 
The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  nightly  during  the 
year  was  about  580. 

Three  of  these  houses  are  provided  with  cubicles. 

There  is  one  common  lodging  house  for  women,  with 
30  beds,  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Council 
of  Women  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  whilst  at  another 
house  accommodation  is  provided  for  seven  married  couples. 

The  Inspector  made  543  day  and  58  night  visits. 

Seamen's  Lodging  Houses. — -There  are  twenty-five  of  these 
houses  on  the  register.  They  contain  607  rooms  or  cubicles  and 
provide  accommodation  for  774  lodgers.  The  total  visits  by 
the  Inspector  to  these  houses  was  580 — day  527  night  53.

PRIVY  CONVERSION  SCHEME. 

In  September,  1923,  sanctions  were  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Healtli  to  the  borrowing  of  £87,5  lOfor  the  conversion 
of  privies  into  waterclosets,  £43,755  representing  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  share  of  the  cost  of  conversion,  and  a  like  sum  the  owner’s 
share  of  such  cost,  the  loan  periods  being  30  years  and  7  years 
respectively.  The  Unemployment  Grants  Committee  also 
agreed  to  make  a  grant  of  05  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  conversion 
to  be  borne  by  the  Corporation  and  incurred  within  the  year 
ending  30th  August,  1924. 


The  above  loans  are  in  addition  to  loans  amounting  to 
£20,000,  the  sanctions  for  which  were  received  from  the  Local 
(lovernmcnt  Board  in  duly,  1014. 

From  September,  1020,  when  the  Corporation  began 
serving  notices  under  this  scheme,  to  the  end  of  1923,  13,201 
not  ices  w  ere  served  for  1  he  conversion  of  privies  and  pail  closets 
to  waterclosets — 12,017  under  Section  30  (4)  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1007.  and  2S4  under  Section  30 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  187f>.  During  this  period,  2,375  of 
the  conveniences  covered  by  such  notices  were  converted  to 
waterclosets — 1,982  by  the  local  authority  in  default  of  the 
owners,  and  393  by  the  owners,  the  latter  being  principally 
carried  out  under  arrangements  come  to  with  the  Corporation 
for  t  he  Authority  to  bear  a  part  of  the  cost. 

Nineteen  privies,  in  regard  to  which  notices  had  been 
served  under  Section  39(4)  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment 
Act.  1907,  were,  after  the  service  of  the  notices,  dismantled  or 
demolished,  and  as  a  watercloset  was  in  existence  at  each  of 
the  buildings  concerned,  such  notices  were  withdrawn.

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OFFENSIVE  TRADES,  SMOKE  NUISANCES,  &c. 

Offensive  Trades. 

4,409  inspections  (day,  3,627  ;  night  782)  were  made  of 
premises  at  which  offensive  trades  were  carried  on.  Ten 
informal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
nine  of  which  were  complied  with. 

Smoke  Nuisances. 

In  connection  with  premises  at  which  smoke  nuisances 
existed  or  were  likely  to  arise,  677  observations  (each  of  one  hour 
duration)  were  taken,  and  274  inspections  were  made  of  the 
premises  concerned.  The  number  of  notices  served  was  21 
(informal)  all  of  which  were  complied  with,  as  were  6  notices 
(statutory,  3  ;  informal  3)  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1922. 
Most  of  the  nuisances  found  under  this  head  were  abated  in 
response  to  verbal  warnings  from  the  inspectors. 

Removal  of  Offensive  Matter. 

Beyond  verbal  cautions  given  in  one  or  two  cases,  it  was 
not  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  regard  to  the  contravention 
of  the  Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  the  removal  of  offensive  matter, 
through  the  streets  during  prohibited  hours. 

Pig-keeping. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  as  complying  with  the 
City  Bye-Laws  was  298,  provided  with  665  styes,  of  which 
2,399  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  Such  inspections 
were  below  the  number  for  the  previous  year  owing  to  the 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  Orders  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  re  infected  areas  in  connection  with 
foot  and  mouth  disease. 


DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS. 

Three  drain  attendants  and  one  labourer  were  employed 
part-time  on  this  work,  the  number  of  rats  known  to  have 
been  killed  by  fumigation,  trapping,  and  poisons,  being  as

*  These  are  below  the  numbers  actually  destroyed,  as 
many  would  be  suffocated  or  poisoned  and  die  in  their 
holes. 
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During  the  year,  .’W4  complaints  were  received  as  to 
infestation  of  premises  by  rats.  'These  complaints  were 
principally  from  occupiers  of  dwelling  houses  at  w  hich  premises 
it  was  generally  not  considered  safe  to  lay  poisons.  Hence  the 
reason  for  only  408  poison  baits  being  laid  (mainly  Barium 
Carbonate)  182  of  which  were  taken. 

Report  on  the  Administration  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Acts,  and  Shops  Acts. 

General  Remarks. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  1  nspector  (T.  Foley  Cass)  is  charged  with 
the  administration  of  these  Acts.  He  has,  during  the  year,  been 
assisted  by  two  specially  appointed  inspectors,  one  of  whom, 
however,  is  engaged  solely  on  the  inspection  of  shops.  Hitherto, 
at  least  2  inspectors  have  been  engaged  on  factory  and  workshop 
inspection, but  one, on  the  recommendation  of  the  local  “Geddes” 
Committee,  has  been  transferred  to  district  sanitary  work. 
Despite  this  transfer,  the  inspection  of  factories  and  workshops 
has  been  fairly  well  kept  up,  although  naturally  there  has 
been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  inspections  made.  It  was 
found  impossible  to  visit  all  the  places  at  which  out-workers 
carry  on  their  employment,  but  in  cases  where  inspections  were 
made,  these  places  were  found  to  be  cleanly  and  in  order. 
No  serious  contraventions  of  the  Acts  have  been  discovered 
and  the  number  of  defects  found  was  considerably  less  than 
last  year. 

The  number  of  shops  on  the  register  is  practically  the  same 
as  was  last  reported  ;  and  all  such  shops  have  been  visited  at 
least  onec  during  the  period  under  review.  Whilst  the  total 
number  of  offences  discovered  is  not  so  many  as  during  1922, 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  number  of  cases  of  keeping  open 
after  the  closing  hours  has  increased.  This  is  unfortunate, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  shopkeepers  seem  to 
desire  that  a  general  early  closing  hour  should  be  fixed.  Among 
the  prosecutions  instituted  was  one  which  had  reference  to  the 
sale  after  the  closing  hour  of  cigarettes  from  an  automatic 
machine,  but  the  Magistrates  held  that  there  had  been  no 
contravention  and  dismissed  the  case.
